Retiring, President 
Tells Year’s Projects 


Student Government plays.a very significant role in 
directing student activities and programs on Campus. 
Each year the student body budget amounts to approxi- 
mately $41,000. Our main source of income is from ASB 
cards—-$13,000—and the Student Store. Student govern- 
ment has the responsibility of allocating and spending 
this money in the student body’s interest. Not many stu- 
dents are concerned with how their money is spent and 
for this reason our administration has found difficulty in 
determining the student body’s interests. 


The athletic program is entirely sponsored by ASB 
funds. The Sentinel and La Reata are supported by the 
same means. The list continues into cultural, social, and 
educational activities—every direction of student interest. 

My administration was highlighted in the first semester 
by the football season, Winter Ball, and student govern- 
ment conference Hartnell co-hosted at Asilomar. 


This semester our big project has been the purchase of 
a sculpture designed by Mr. Butterbaugh which will be 
ASB’s token of appreciation for the new science building. 


At this time student government is planning an Intra- 
school government conference which will include stu- 
dents from Hartnell and the high schools in our district. 
This conference is modeled after our own CJCSGA, and 
is aimed at discussing and resolving many of the problems 
of student bodies. 

We established the Foreign Relations committee which 
has met with only limited success because of lack of par- 
ticipation and support. However, the program is of such 
great worth that I hope future administrations will carry 
on where we have left off. Another worthwhile establish- 
ment is the student-faculty committee formed to discuss 
mutual problems and attempt jointly to resolve them. 

Our problems this year have run from damage and 
burglary in our Student Union to the loss of five commis- 
sioners at the change of the semester. These problems 
though numerous, were successfully resolved. 

Above all else I feel that this year’s commission has 
been one of innovation and not imitation. 

There is still much to be done this semester and your 
support and cooperation would be appreciated by both 
present student body leaders, and those you will elect at 
the polls next week.
